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The Canal Zone Holdings 
of the National Postal Museum 
by Tom Brougham and Joseph Foley 


In 1983 the Canal Zone Commis- 
sion transferred the archive of issue 
design and production material of the 
Canal Zone Postal Service to the Na- 
tional Postal Museum (NPM). While 
this transfer was publicized then, 
knowledge of this archive somehow 
slipped out of the collective memory 
of the Canal Zone Study Group. In 
2003, the museum developed a list 
of priorities for collections that would 
appear in Arago™, the museum's 
online collection research center that 
will debut at Washington 2006. The 
Canal Zone collection was placed on 
the Arago priority list in August 2005. 
Wilson Hulme, the museum’s curator 
of philately, spoke to the CZSG meet- 
ing at STAMPSHOW in Sacramento 
about the archive and NPM’s project 
to place images of some of the CZ ma- 
terial into the new online database. 
We owe the museum many thanks for 
bringing this extraordinary material 
to light. 

In issue No. 154 of The Canal 
Zone Philatelist, Joseph Foley, gave

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a preliminary report of his contact 
with the Museum and the work 
done to that point. In late May, Tom 
Brougham, visited Washington, DC. 
We had the pleasure of working with 
Tim Scofield, the project manager for 
Arago, for four days 1) to survey the 
Canal Zone archive and the other CZ 
material held by the Museum and its 
Library and 2) to advise Mr. Scofield 
on selections of material for inclusion 
in the initial offering in their soon-to- 
be-launched web-based system. 

In those four days we surveyed 
all the CZ holdings of the NPM that 
could be found. What we saw falls into 
three broad categories: 1) design and 
production material never intended 
for release to the publie for virtu- 
ally all CZ stamps, postal stationery, 
cachets and special postmarks for 
the period 1928 to 1979, 2) internal 
CZPS record files concerning the de- 
velopment and release of new issues 
from about 1930 to 1979 and 3) some

Here is our report on Canal Zone 
philately which moved at public 
auction during the second calendar 
quarter, April 1- June 30, 2005. 

While there cannot be a separate 
report due to the nature of the lots 
offered, one must point out the dis- 
posal in June of the Large Lots from 
the outstanding David Leeds collec- 
tion by the M. Bennett firm. The 
individual lots were sold by the same 
auction house in October of 2004. Mr. 
Leeds does retain some elements of 
his lifetime collection. 

There were no auctions of any vast 
depth, but the odds and ends added 
up to a reasonably active quarter. 
The final selling price, which is ham- 
mer plus commission, is given first 
in the listings below and is followed 
by the catalog value, in parenthesis, 
from the 2005 Scott's Specialized 
Catalogue.

stamps and a few covers apparently 
donated by collectors, During the four 
days, we selected material for scan- 
ning by the NPM staff, discussed the 
next phase of the work and how the 
CZSG could assist, and copied a small 
amount of information from the NPM 
Library's files. 


Design and Documentation 
Material 

The CZ design and production 
material at the NPM focuses on 
those issues and devices designed 
expressly for the Canal Zone. It 
essentially starts with Scott #105 
and thoroughly covers through 
the close of the Canal Zone itself. 
There is sufficiently clear transmit- 
tal documentation to indicate that 
the archive transferred from the 
CZPS through the Smithsonian to 
the National Postal Museum never 
had design material for issues prior 
to #105, There are a few scattered 
items, some rather important, from 
the pre-1924 era, but they seem to be 
either accidental remnants of other 
official files or possible contributions 
from individual collectors rather than 
part of the methodical CZPS official 
design archive. 

This design and documentation 
material is currently organized 
primarily by size and form rather 
than by subject or chronology. The 
material is housed safely in archival 
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folders and boxes but it has not been 
consistently organized by designs, 
issues or production dates. Other 
than brief notations on the outside of 
folders and the original labels which 
are intrinsic parts of the objects, there 
is no write-up. Every object from the 
most significant down to the last in- 
significant individual stamp, bears a 
discrete accession number in pencil. 
While there are several inventories of 
CZ material, they are not sufficient in 
structure or detail to organize future 
research. Perhaps one of the first 
tasks ahead is to group the material 
in better fashion and to index the 
items with descriptions and accession 
numbers. 

The NPM has begun an effort, called 
the Arago Project, to place images of 
most of its holdings eventually in an 
online database with appropriate 
write-ups. This ‘virtual’ system might 
over time blunt the need to re-order 
material physically. Nonetheless, the 
lack of an identifiable structure and 
usable index presented a challenge to 
surveying so much materia! during 
our visit to the Washington, DC area. 
It presents a barrier to focused study 
of the collection. A researcher would 
literally have to look through nearly 
all the material to be certain to find 
everything on a particular aspect. 

For most stamp issues after 1928, 
there are at least 1) two or three 
rough sketches — sometimes of sev- 
eral distinct designs and occasionally 
even of varying denominations, 2) one 
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or two finished drawings — again often 
showing more than one version, 3) 
one or two models (often photos of a 
finished drawing reduced to the size 
and touched up), and then a large 
die proof of final approved design. In 
many cases there are photographs 
of the subject of the proposed stamp 
and also photographie essays. Occa- 
sionally there are models or proofs of 
rejected designs. 

Those Permanent designs issued in 
1928 and 1929 (1g, 2¢, 5¢, 12¢ & 50¢) 
are less well represented than later 
issues. There are large dies proofs but 
no sketches or models. 

For every plate there is an imperfo- 
rate proof of the entire sheet - usually 
200 or 400 stamps and usually on 
very heavy, soft paper. Frequently 
these imperforate sheets bear blue 
pencil marks indicating small specks 
that need to be cleaned up. Usually 
these sheets are printed in the color 
of the final issue, but for later multi- 
color issues such as the two Scout 
commemoratives, this imperforate 
sheet proof was printed in a dull blue. 
These sheets bear handstamps and 
dated signatures indicating approval. 
In most cases there are also panes of 
the issued stamps from all plates and 
frequently showing all four positions 
from the full plate. 

In short, virtually every step of the 
design, approval and printing process 
is manifested through specific objects 
for every CZ stamp issue from 1928

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to 1979. Itis quite an impressive and 
informative array of material. 

For each postal stationery issue, 
there is usually one or more rough 
sketches, and an essay or ‘sample.’ 
The various dies used to uprate CZ 
postal stationery are also documented 
from concept through to the issued 
version. The actual meta) dies for 
most later postal stationery are also 
present in this archive. Unlike dies 
for stamps, which never leave the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
postal stationery dies were sent 
either to private contractors for pro- 
duction of the stationery or to the CZ 
Press for uprating them. These dies 
have ended up at the NPM, including 
a few dies for designs that were never 
issued. 

There are two boxes of precancel 
sheets together with copies of the req- 
uisitions for 43 orders placed between 
1960 and 1975. The requisitions make 
it clear that for every denomination 
in each order, an extra sheet was run 
through the press for the archive. 
Consequently, there are 268 sheets! 

Additionally, official cachets, pro- 
grams and publicity, and postmarks 
for First Day use are thoroughly 
documented through sketches, final 
drawings, samples, publicity photos, 
press releases and the actual rubber 
FD ‘dies’ for post-WWII issues. Inter- 
estingly, the collection also contains 
a rather large number of FDCs with 
private cachets. There is some docu- 
mentation in the Library files that the 
CZPS was buying privately cacheted 
envelopes and distributing the result- 
ing FDCs. Similar design and use 





material abounds for First Flights 
and other special events recognized 
by CZ cachets or special postmarks. 


Internal CZPS Files on New Issues 
The Library of the NPM has ap- 
proximately fifteen feet of CZPS 
files devoted to the development and 
launching of new issues. These files 
frequently begin with memos noting 
the suggestion of a new issue and lay- 
ing out the considerations, followed 
by additional memos transmitting de- 
sign sketches or finished drawings for 
internal approval. These are usually 
followed by correspondence with the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
Finally, there is usually exhaustive 
material on the First Day activities, 
on publicizing the new issue to collec- 
tors and on servicing FDC requests. 
These files frequently contain numer- 
ous left-over photos of the new issue 
and samples of first day ceremony 
material, There is a book here waiting 
to be written on CZ first days. 
Before Tom’s visit, it was unclear 
whether these Library files were 
the same ones that he had seen 
briefly in the National Archives in 
the early 1980s during a short visit. 
Shortly after the Canal Zone closed, 
Zone records were transferred to the 
Archives including those of the CZ 
postal system. The NPM Library files 
do not appear to be the same ones. 
The records at the National Archives 
dealt with much more than post-1929 
new issues. Both the time period and 
the topics were much wider and the 
amount of material was at least ten 
times larger than the NPM Library

holdings. 


Miscellaneous Stamps and Covers 

The NPM also has a small amount 
of stamps and covers. Most appear 
to have come from donations by indi- 
viduals rather than via official files, 
There is a very interesting ‘official 
history’ of CZ issues that was main- 
tained by the CZPS. It contains pairs 
of nearly all the basic issued items 
pasted down including each specific 
printing for virtually the entire pe- 
riod of the Zone. However, it does 
not appear to add any information 
or sophistication that is not already 
reflected in the Check List in Canai 
Zone Stamps by Plass, Brewster and 
Salz. 

There is one stock book of stamps 
with lots of duplication. In the time 
available we were not able to devote 
much time to this material. While 
there are a handful of interesting 
items, there were few errors or vari- 
eties. The quality did not seem par- 
ticularly good and the material was 
not well-identified. There is no write 
up. It is possible that a more leisurely 
examination and a re-organization 
might reveal more. The CZ stamp 
material on display in the public area 
of the Museum is weak, so a rework- 
ing of this stock book could result is 
an improved display. 

The covers that we saw were gener- 
ally philatelic and post-1940. While 
all of the design items illustrated in 
Canal Zone Postage Stamps (Tatel- 
man) published by the Canal Zone 
Postal Service are now in the NPM

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now, we saw none of the many non- 
philatelic covers shown in that work. 
It appears likely that those illustrat- 
ed covers were then the property of 
Judge Tatelman or other collectors. 


Selections for the Arago Project 
We were asked to assist with selec- 
tion of material for the initial launch 
of the Arago Project and to follow-up 
with enlisting CZSG members to 
write appropriate descriptions. This 
project will provide images of items 
in the collection online starting in 
Spring of 2006. It will then be pos- 
sible for users to get close-up views 
of items. Tim Scofield, the Arago 
Project Coordinator, asked for about 
two hundred items from the Canal 
Zone collection for the initial phase. 
We tried to include material that 
would interest a broad range of po- 
tential viewers including every level 
of CZ collectors. We agreed to select 
a few areas for fairly complete cover- 
age and to augment these with some 
isolated examples that would indicate 
the range of other material in the col- 
lection. 
Some highlights of the items that 
will eventually be available online: 
1. Large die proofs of the original 
Permanent Issue (Scott 105 to 114) 
2. Large die proofs of the 26th An- 
niversary Issue and partial views of

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Company Panama Issue. In 1964 an 
anonymous donor sent the Smithso- 
nian Institution a collection of plate 
and die proofs, artists, designs, color 
trial proofs, and related philatelic 
material of Panama mounted in 3 al- 
bums with 959 different specimens. 
Part of this collection is described in 
the New York Collectors Club Philat- 
elist of April and July 1948. Because 
the article was written by Philip H- 
Ward, Jr. I have always thought of it 
as the “Ward Collection,” however in 
the article, he did not mention that he 
was the owner nor does his name ap- 
pear on the accession memorandum 
that came with these 3 albums. This 
collection is a beautiful example of 
how these stamps were developed

3. Thatcher Bridge: design alterna- 
tives, models, large die proofs of both 
plates, partial views of the “Bridge- 
less’ and ‘Bridge Only’ plate proofs,

4. Design alternatives and draw- 
ings for UC8. 

5. Rejected designs and progressive 
die proofs for the 8¢ 50th Anniversary 
Issue 

6. Several dozen dies for postal 
stationery from 1963 to 1979 along 
with various mock-ups and samples 
of postal stationery. 

7. An essay of UX6(1¢) on envelope 
instead of postcard; like U5 but 1g 
green. 

8. Die proof and partial view of the 
imperforated plate proof of the Boy 
Scout issue in blue ink. 

9. The 3¢ and 4¢ coil issue on one 
imperforated plate proof. 

10. Imperforate and uncut plate 
proofs of the later booklet panes. 

The Work Ahead 

The Canal] Zone material, like all 
material in the National Postal Mu- 
seum’s collection, is available to any 
researcher by appointment. In addi- 
tion, NPM weleomes knowledgeable 
volunteers to assist with organizing 
and researching its collections. In 


from concept through production and 
soon they can be enjoyed by everyone 
who has internet access. 

As 2006 is the 100th anniversary 
of release of these Panama stamps 
and their Canal Zone overprints the 
NPM hopes to have this collection on 
display at Washington 2006. 

Federico Brid has collected and 
studied this issue for several decades 
and in fact owns what may be the rest 
of the Hamilton Company’s original 
production material. Federico has 
volunteered to work with the NPM 
in writing object descriptions for the 
collection, as well as delve deeper into 
what became the Canal Zone “Fifth 
Series.”

Canal Zone and Panama
